The secretary of the interior toll 


3,500 persons at a Town Hall meet 
ing that a third term was consisten 
with true American democracy.

spoke with Ickes on the subject "Is 
Democracy in Peril?" retorted im 
mediately that another term wouli 
tend 
to perpetuate 
a Roosevel 


dynasty in the White House. 


"It undoubtedly is possible to re 


elect President Roosevelt," Johnson 
replied to the same audience-ques 
tion asked Ickes. "That would mean 
a fourth term perhaps, a fifth an 
so on until the fifteenth. Finally 
they'll elect Jimmy Roosevelt (th 
president's oldest son) and start all 
over again." 


Cites Cleveland Situation 


Ickes launched his wholesal 


criticism of Republican hopefuls 
by asserting that an "actual starva 
tion crisis" existed 
in Clevelan 


"because a Republican governor 
Mr. Bricker, deliberately chose ti 
risk starvation rather th*an spoil his 
selfish plan for a budget-balancinL 
record in preparation for Ms cam 
paign for president on the Repub 
lican ticket."

lieves the intended recipient -was 
Arthur linton, head of an Eau 
Claire investment company, and the 
intended victim Linton's n-year-old 
grandson, Donald. 


Investigators were

ashes of the burned Cameron cot- 
tage at Lake Wissota today in hopes 
of finding dues to link the deaths 
here and the kidnaping plot to a 
slaying at Eau Claire.

The three ransom notes apparent- 


ly were prepared for use in a ser- 
ies. One was dated Oct. 20 and the 
others Oct 22. They gave contact 
instructions and advised quick ex- 
ecution.

At least the first and'third ap- 


parently were to be dictated to the 
boy so as-to be in his handwrHing.

Madison — QP) — Governor Heil 


again affirmed today the determi- 
nation of the research bureau to 
compel photographing of all state 
employes, while Secretary of State 
Fred R. Zimmerman announced he 
would resist the order by asking the 
attorney general's office for a rul- 
ing on the bureau's power. 


The governor declared any em- 


ploye who refused to be photo- 
graphed would be "fired for insub- 
ordination," asserting he had been 
elected to run the state and pro- 
posed to do so. 


The chief executive, 
however, 


would have no authority to dis- 
charge Zimmerman, since he is an 
elective official. 


Explaining the purpose of the or- 


der, which was issued last week by 
August Frey. state research direc- 
:or. Governor Heil said: 


"How 
are we going to find out 


whether there are any deadheads 
working for the state if we don't 
lave the pictures to compare them 
with the pay roll? I inherited a 
spoils system and there are a lot of 
gopher holes we have to look into." 


According to the order each em- 


ploye must produce two pictures, 
he cost of which may be borne by 
the departments—one for the per- 
sonnel bureau and a small one to 
be earned for identification pur- 
poses. On some pay day, to be as- 
:ertained later, 
employes would 


»ave to show their pictures to prove 
hey were entitled to salary checks.

Famous Motion Picture 


Actor Succumbs After 


Day's I l l n e s s ' 


Hollywood— GP)— Douglas Fair- 


banks, Sr., who leaped to film fame 
with his spectacular acrobatics, died 
in bed today of a heart attack. He 
was 56. 


The dashing Don Juan, for 15 


years the ranking male star of pic- 
tures, succumbed after a day's ill- 
ness at his beach home in nearby 
Santa Monica. 


At his bedside were his widow, 


the former Lady Sylvia Ashley, and 
his brother, Robert. His son, Doug- 
las, Jr., was called a few minutes be- 
fore Fairbanks died at 1 a. m, but 
had not reached the house. 


Fairbanks' career in •films started 
in 1914 when he joined the old Tri- 
angle company after achieving suc- 
cess on the stage in the east. His 
early successes were chiefly notable 
for his athletic accomplishments 
and a flair for romantic comedy. 


Among them were The Lamb," 
"Flirting With. Fate" and "Manhat- 
tan Madness."

Helsinki—CF>—A report from the 


Finnish port of Mantyluoto said to- 
night the German freighter Boll- 
heim had been sunk in the Golf of 
Bothnia by a submarine which 
survivor said he believed was part 
of the Russian naval blockade of 
Finland. 


Helsinki —GP)— Finnish military 


authorities announced tonight that 
Finnish troops had stopped a large- 
scale Russian offensive along the 
eastern front, leaving the Russian 
"dead lying in heaps before our 
positions." 
-Helsinki —3D— The red invaders 


of Finland, operating from dearly- 
won footholds 40 miles within the 
border, pressed today two separate 
campaigns, either one of which— 
if completed—might bring Finland 
to her knees. 


The newer of these parallel of- 


fensives took shape along the icy 
shore of Lake Ladoga and in the 
lake-dotted country to the north* 
where numerically superior Soviet 
Russian forces were bent on round- 
ing the northern part of Lake La- 
doga to outflank the stubborn de- 
fenders of the Karelian isthmus. 


Twelve days of attack by planes, 


tanks, artillery and infantry had 
failed to crack the isthmus defenses 
between Lake Ladoga and the Gulf 
of Finland—the Mannerheinr line— 
according to the Finnish command, 
and the Russian strategists may 
have decided a flanking maneuver 
held tha greater chance of success. 


Reds Occupy Town 


A Finnish communique told of 


withdrawal yesterday from Pitkar- 
anta, a railway terminus about 40 
miles within Finland on the Ladoga 
shore, permitting Russian, occupa- 
tion of the town. 


The captors of Pitkaranta were 


only part of the fanned-out forces 
seeking to outflank the isthmus 
line. 


The town of Ikiimola, less than 
Jhirty miles north of Pitkaranta, 
was bombarded heavily—apparent- 
ly to "soften" the Finnish defenses 
for an impending assault by anoth- 
er force of advancing Russians. 


Still further north, the resort 


town of Tolvajarvi was the scene 
of an engagement in which the 
Finns said their foe was turned 
backjtvith heavy losses. Moreover, 
the Finnish command announced 
wiping out three companies of red 
infantry trapped in machine-gun 
crossfire in the Homantsi sector, 
near Enso 


About 400 miles north of Lake 


Ladoga, the other principal strategy 
of the Russians—to knife across Fin- 
land to the Swedish border and the 
head of the Gulf of Bothnia—was 
furthered by Russian capture of 
Salla. also 40 miles within the 
border. 


This spearhead was about a fifth 


of the way across middle Finland. 


Defense forces in that region 


werp withdrawing slowly into for- 
ests from which they could put up 
a stiffer resistance than on the open 
terrain east of Salla. The Russian 
troops were said to have burned 
SaHa.

From Russia's standpoint, it is los

with each passing day of the inva 
sion, which has taken such a fan 
tastic course to the discomfiture o 
the Communists. * 


The wholly unexpected success o: 


vthe Finns in standing off the Rus 
sian forces is having in 
foreign 


countries an effect which the Mus- 
covites most certainly cannot wel 
come. While actually the war hasn't 
demonstrated much of importance 
from the military standpoint, ex- 
cepting that Finland is 
indeed a 


country of heroes, it has had two 
distinct and important 
reactions 
abroad: 


1. Many nations have condemned 


the Soviet's action-as wholly un- 
warranted aggression. The Argen- 
tine and some other states are even 
anxious to expel Russia from the 
League of Nations. 


This comes as a grave moral chal- 


lenge to Russia in its self-designated 
role as one of the leading exponents 
of peace (until the recent upheaval) 
ever since Joseph Stalin became 
chief of state 15 years ago. 
And 


Moscow previously has shown itself 
sensitive to this type of criticism. 


2. Russia's failure to complete the 
Finnish show quickly has had the 
inevitable effect of causing wide- 
spread and excited queries as to the 
efficacy of the much-advertised Red 
army. Doubts have been created in 
many minds. 


Mystery Clearing? 
For years Russia's military ma- 


chine has been a world-mystery. 
Moscow has carefully built up the 
tradition that its fighting force and 
equipment are the most powerful 
ever created. This claim has been 
accepted by some, and those who 
didn't relieve it couldn't disprove it 


One of the few adverse comments 


ever made publicly was that attri- 
buted in October of last year to 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh by 
Russian airmen -who accused him of 
having criticized the Soviet air- 
force at a dinner at Lady Aster's 
home in England. Lindbergh was 
quoted as declaring thqt "the Sovi- 
et airfleet is without leadership and 
is in chaotic condition." The Russian 
airmen characterized this statement 
as a "lie." 


Lady Astor reportedly said that 


Lindbergh hadn't offered such criti- 
cism in her home and that she 
hadn't even entertained him at din- 
ner. The colonel remained silent. 


However, the point is that the 


great new Red army is now in ac- 
tion for the first time in Europe, as 
the occupation of eastern 
Poland 


didn't involve much military opera- 
tion. Every country ot the globe is 
watching eagerly to learn what this 
mystery force can produce. 


Germany wants to krow, for Rus- 


sia is Nazidom's special friend—or 
is it? The Anglo-French allies want 
to know, for the Soviet union might 
come into, the •war on the sides of 
the Reich. The little countries of 
northern Europe and the Balkans 
want to know, for they have been 
fearing a Russian advance. Japan 
wants to know, for Nippon may 
have to fight a major war 
-with 
Russia. 


What happens is that the stout- 


hearted little Finnish army stands 
off the might of Russia," by a war- 
fare in which the defenders fight 
on skis and battle Indian-fashion 
from behind trees. 
It is the red- 


blood type of thing bound to bring 
Finland acclaim, but definitely isn't 
good advertising for Russia. 


As master of a jfreat and mysteri- 


ous force, Moscow had a vast ad- 
vantage. That advantage is rapidly 
disappearing as ihe mystery seems 
to be uncovered. 


Actually, many observers believe 


that the circumstances of the Rus- 
so-Finmsh war are such as not to 
have disclosed much after all. 


Th3 Finns have said that the ene- 


my troops are poorly-equipped, that 
the Russian tanks are cld-fashioned, 
that the men have been led badly, 
and that hundreds of air bombs 
nave been duds. 


All that may be true and still not 


prove that the Red army as a whole 
isn't a powerful machine. However, 
the Russian operations in Finland 
certainly don't prove that the Red 
army is a powerful machine, and 
that is the rub. 


Every day that the Finns are able 


:o stand off Russia, the suspicion 
will grow among interested nations 
that perhaps after all the Soviet Un- 
ion isn't so much to be feared. The 
morale of Scandinavia and 
the 


3alkans, and many other countries, 
will go up. 


So a prolongation of this situation

Paul N: Reynolds; executive direc-.

"We purchase government ser- 


~vices gust as truly as we buy clothes 
of .food, but since the method of 
payment is different,'many house- 
"wives as' well as their husbands 
fail -to realize the full importance 
of the cost of government on the 
family budget,". Mr. Reynolds told 
the women. 


"Tew families have as much as 


they would like to spend,'and must 
budget every dollar of income .to 
make it go as far as possible, first 
toward those things necessary for 
human existence; secondly for some 
of the comforts ofe life; and final- 


real estate is made necessary by ex- 
penditures required by state stat- 
tutcs, he pointed out 


The alliance director strongly 


urged that taxpayers take some ac- 
tion to control their own govern- 
ment if ihey are to obtain the kind 
of government and taxes they want. 
He concluded by stating that citi- 
zens may have as bad a government 
as they are willing to tolerate, or 
as good a government as they are 
•willing to work for.

"Government falls into each of 


these three classifications," accord- 
ing to the speaker.

All sorts of 
leagues have been formed to see 
that the consumer gets the most 
for his or her dollar at the grocery 
store or at the'clothing store, but 
few women spend much time, find- 
ing but whether their tax dollar is 
well spent or not."

family budget, Reynolds pointed 
out problems of local, school and 
highway administration and showed 
how large-amounts of the consum- 
er's dollar could be saved and more 
government services secured for the 
same amount.of tax money.

pressure advertising are not confin- 
ed to commercial fields," the speak- 
er said. "Government agencies ped- 
dle their wares just as much as 
commercial salesmen and public 
spending agencies, through various 
organizations, attempt to sell them- 
selves to each citizens.

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A JOB HALF BEGUN 


After considerable delay, and perhaps 


under the compulsion of insufficient rev- 
enues, the state administration is putting 
into effect an economy program at Mad- 
ison. Employes are being laid off, budg- 
ets are being cut, expenses in all directions 
are being carefully scrutinized and cur- 
tailed. Eetrenchment in government is 
difficult, and these officials responsible for 
the efforts now begun deserve commenda- 
tion and support from their constituents. 


But as this newspaper has pointed out 


on other occasions, we cannot afford to 
forget that public expenses at the state 
level constitute only a ^portion, less than 
half, of the cost of government within 
Wisconsin, If economy is a desirable ob- 
jective, if ihe public reaHy and sincerely 
desires to see* an appreciable dent made 
in the sise of governmental appropriations 
within the state, the mass of governmental 
machinery below the state level cannot 
be overlooked. 


2vo one can justifiably make the off- 


hand statement that our local officials 
are running inefficient establishments, no 
more "ffasa anyone can say that the state 
government is Tsrasteful without a proper 
and judicious examination of the facts. 
, More important than the quality of our 
local government, in this instance, is the 
amount of local government. It has ap- 
peared to us from time to time that we 
have too much local government By re- 
distributing the functions of the local 
units, by getting rid of some of them 
which, have been outgrown, outdistanced 
in "modern civilization by technological 
advances in transportation and communi- 
cation, made uneconomic and unnec- 
"essary by changes in population concen- 
tration, in short by modernizing a sys- 
tem which has gone unchanged for gen- 
erations, we may conceivably achieve a 


" substantial cut in the total outlay for gov- 


ernmental purposes by 'indirection. 


' "Various plans have been laid out by 


students of governmental affairs and fin- 
ances in Wisconsin in past years. School 
consolidation, particularly in the remote, 
rural and poorer sections of the state, 
has been urged repeatedly and the last 
legislature made a good start by sound 
consolidation legislation which will soon 
produce evidence of its worth. 


Maybe we can make some progress by 


applying the thought which preceded the 
recommendation for school consolidations 
to our system" of township government. 


It ought to be remembered that in 


"Wisconsin originally there were no lesser 
units of government than«the' county. It is 
wise to realize too, that only four other 
states in the nation have our dual sys- 
tem of town and county administration. 
It has been pointed out that the counties 
have efficient, modern organizations for 
highway construction and- maintenance, 
and that county equipment and organiza- 
tion is used to a large degree on the state 
highway system. It has been argued that 
if the counties are qualified to maintain 
state highways, they should also be able 
to build and maintain town roads. 


We hear much about the poverty of the 


northern Wisconsin counties. Each year 
the "bulk of state relief 
appropriations 


are sent to the north, although the taxes 
which supply such appropriations are paid 
by citizens in those sections of the state 
whkh are not eligible for such help. 
The same counties receive disproportion- 
ate benefits from the grants-in-aid sys- 
tem. Yet those counties have, it seems 
to us, unnecessarily elaborate government- 
al machinery. One of those northern coun- 
ties with a population of less than 4,000, 
with a ridiculously low property valua- 
tion, supports a sheriff, county clerk, dis- 
trict attorney, and the whole gamut of 
county officers. For that reason consoli- 
dation of county offices has frequent] y 
been suggested. 


.County assessment and collection of 


taxes has been recommended by disin- 
terested students, and it is apparent that 
such a step would serve the purposes of 
economy. Establishment of county school 
systems along with county highway sys- 
tems has been advanced as a way to cut 
governmental costs. There has been some 
discussion of raising the valuation and 
population requirements for townships, in 
order to abolish some of the low-valua- 
tion governmental districts in the northern 
part of the state. 


Thus far, however, it has only been 


talk. While the problem continued, and 
while almost everybody was aware of it, 
no state administration has ever been 
willing to attack it While counties and 
townships continue to pay salaries and ex- 


penses which cac conceivably be elimin- 
ated, at least in part, they parade to Mad- 
ison to get emergency alottments of state 
funds for necessary functions which their 
resources are unable to maintain. 


Gov. Heil declares repeatedly that he 


has the'interests of "the citizenship and 
the taxpayers" always uppermost in mind. 
It seems to us that the present execu- 
tive has open to him an opportunity to ad- 
vance the cause of good government in 
Wisconsin which his predecessors have ig- 
nored, perhaps because it appeared too 
formidable. The last legislature author- 
ized a special interim committee to study 
state financial problems. 
Surely the fi- 


nancial problems of the state's subdivi- 
sions are of concern to those legislators. 
The committee has an appropriation which 
is ample to cover expenses of a study. 
Governor Heil, who has had time to real- 
ize what a drain the demands of northern 
Wisconsin communities are on the state 
treasury, should not be unwilling to al- 
low that committee to make a thorough 
inquiry and to report its suggestions to 
the next general session of the legislature.

God. 
The other parties to the suit are a 


negro couple called Brown. 


"We, of course, do not attempt to put 


our finger upon the truth in this contro- 
versy which has rbeen raging; we only 
point to the claim of the Browns with the 
suggestion that if found correct there is 
something more on the ground than • a 
mere casual nugget of gold. The Browns 
were hardy darkies with employment 
and $5,000 in a savings account. 
Thus 


they had safety and protection although 
not given to washing down Russian cav- 
iar with French champagne. 


Came the day finally when they were 


invited to the headquarters of the great 
cult. And here is a bit of finesse upon 
the part of Father Divine. He never has 
visitors that he does not feed. And such 
food. The Browns said that sturdy oak 
tables groaned out their complaints at 
the heavy load. There were dishes they 
had never seen before and some they 
couldn't pronounce. 
But Father Divine 


treated it all with a, nonchalance that 
seemed to place him above ordinary hu- 
man clay. Partaking of the food made 
the Browns feel better and stopped the 
saliva from flowing over their chins. In 
.this happy state of contentment their 
minds returned to practical affairs and, 
they claim, they spoke to the black Fuehr- 
er about the heavy cost of such magni- 
ficent living.

of Father Divine is going to be a very 
necessary part of the show.

Supreme Court said, but insistec 
that the only grounds for granting 
an exemption under the farm mar- 
keting acts was for the Secretary of 
Agriculture to have a hand in the 
deal. In the Chicago case, the Su- 
preme Court found, the secretary 
did not have a hand.

Thurman Arnold to prove that there 
actually had been a conspiracy out- 
side the law. The lower court didn't

One Step Too Far 


Under the various marketing acts, 


the Supreme Court held, the farm- 
ers have a right to unite among 
themselves to 
effect an orderly 


handling of their crops. But when 
they take the next step, reaching 
agreements with milk distributors, 
drivers and city officials to fix 
prices, that is outside the scope of 
the exemptions except under one 
condition—that the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture have a controlling hand 
in it. 


"In this instance the conspiracy 


charged is not that of merely form- 
ing a collective association of pro- 
ducers to market their products," 
said the Supreme Court, "but a con 
spiracy, or conspiracies,- witn ma- 
jor distributors and their 
allied 


groups, with labor officials, munici- 
pal officials and others, in order to 
maintain artificial and noncompeti- 
tive prices to be paid to all produc- 
ers for all fluid milk produced in 
Illinois and neighboring states and 
marketed in the Chicago area. . . . 


"Such a combined attempt of all 


the defendants, producers, distribu- 
tors and their allies, to control the 
market finds no justification in sec- 
tion one of the 
Capper-Volstead 


(farm cooperative) act." 


Aids Building; Prosecution 


That is precisely the position the 


Department of Justice has taken in 
connection with its wide-spread at- 
tack on so-called building rackets. 
The department charges that labor 
organizations, while of themselves 
exempt tinder the anti-trust act, 
have in many cities gone one step 
farther than the law permits. 


It alleges that contractors in many 


cities have agreed to pool bids, to 
guarantee certain profits, and to pa- 
tronize only certain 
dealers 
in 


building materials. 
Labor comes 


into this, the department asserts, 
where in certain cities the building 
trades unions have entered into 
agreement with contractors to help 
enforce 
these 
contractor-dealer 


agreements in return for assurance 
that the contractors will deal only 
with union labor, and will employ 
no labor-saving materials.

Washington—Our national political headliners have just been through 
the deflation which takes place at the semi-annual dinners of the Grid- 
iron club. As Washington correspondents, we observe their tricks and 
strategenis at close range and. twice a year we set out to expose them, 
trying not to be .too serious about it 


The politicians submit to it with good grace, or 


try to give the appearance of doing so. It does them, 
good., Men in public life tend to swell up with im- 
' portance and to grow stuffy. At least twice a year 
they ought to be turned inside out 


No doubt many business men think that if they 
went-into politics, everything would be different— 
logical and •efficient and straightforward—and. that 
the Gridiron club would be deprived of material. 
Business men regard politics and politicians as no- 
toriously inefficient. What politics needs, they think, 
Is more business men. That is a most commonly ad- 
vanced panacea for the shortcomings of professional 
politics.

Yet, though that suggestion is so frequently made, 


it may not be without -significance that business men 
isiapper 
^g comparatively Tare in politics. Of the numerous 


presidential candidates in the field now—those regarded as having any 
chance at all—none stands primarily as a business man. Most of them 
are lawyers, but primarily they are an politicians. Indeed, the chief com- 
plaint against one of them. Thomas E. Dewey, is that he has not had 
enough experience as a politician. 


When you see the fumbling, the 


backing and filling, the straddline, 
the stalling that goes on in politics, 
it is natural to sigh for a good two- 
fisted outspoken executive who can 
get things done, a man who is de- 
cisive and who wastes no time in 
molasses talk. 


But there is no such simple for-

Many of the diseases of white- 


men which are not at all serious 
have taken great toll in the case 
of the Indian, tribes and have caused 
untold misery. The Indians never 
having encountered many 
of the 


diseases common to the white races, 
had built up no immunity for them 
and were ready victims. 


Such things as common colds, the 


flu, tuberculosis, small pox and oth- 
ers were not present on the Amer- 
ican continent until the whiteman 
brought them. Thev were much 
more deadly than the whiteman'sj 
bullets down through the years. 


Much is being done by govern- 


ment agencies on reservations to 
combat the ill effects of the diseases 
mentioned 
above but 
they still 


create a danger for the redmen that j 
is very serious.

Scientists estimate that the Amer- 


ican Indians have contributed five- 
sevenths of the agricultural wealth 
of the world by their domestication 
of plants indigenous to their en- 
vironment and by, passing on seeds 
through the avenues of trade Scross 
the American continents.
